conclusions very slowly and reluctant­ 
ly,” he said. “I personally have many 
friends in Germany and \ could hard­ 
ly believe that such things could be 
true or that thev knew such thing:- 
were happening. 
But beginning with 
an open mind, and even in doubt, the 
Truth of the charges was finally forced 
upon a11 the committee by the ac­ 
cumulation of evidence. As it is I can­ 
not believe the German people know 
what is going on. They receive onl> 
the m ilitary version and the people 
are not aware of the real conditions. 
not only as to Belgium, but in the 
whole range of events connected with 
the war. The military party with its 
von Bernhardi spirit is 
still 
com 
pie?cly dominant.” 
Reference was m ad?vin the course 
of the talk to Lord Bryce’s pamphlet 
on “Neutral Nations and the W ar/’ 
I and to some 
interpretations 
drawn 


j from it on some of the larger results 
I which might come out of the war 
I Although these interpretations were 
! not intended at the time for publica­ 
tion, Lord Bryce later approved their 
use as expressing his view, as fol­ 
lows: 
“It is too soon to say what ihe w’ai 
will bring in good or evil. 
But we 
"an at least hone, and perhaps see 
dimly, some of the things to be gained. 
One of the most desirable, I should 
>av, will he the territorial integrity 
of 
small 
states—Belgium. 
Serbia 
I Switzerland, Holland, 
lf 
this 
war 
means anything it means that a group 
of great states are banded togethei 
in protecting the small states against 
absorption 
and 
annihilation. 
The 
small state has been as useful in its 
way to the world’s progress as the 
great state, and of incalculable value 
as a pacific barrier between antagon 
istic races. 
And yet the small state 
cannot exist under the rule of force 
and the survival of the strongest, as 
it has not the resources for vast mili­ 
tary 
establishm ents; 
its 
very 
ex 
istence depends on the good faith of 
the great and 
powerful 
states 
in 
dealing with it. 
So that either the 
small state is going to disappear in 
this conflict, or is to emerge with far 
greater security than ii had before, 
and with lasting assurances 
of 
its 
territorial integrity and the good faith 
of great states in dealing with it.

do not doubt Tlmt the result will be 
in favor of the small state, and that 


results to come out of the conflict.” 
laird Bryce was asked if ‘his would 
no* lead to some internationalizing of 
treaties so that it wouW become the 
duty of the great states 
to 
uphold 
treaty obligations toward the Small 
state. 
“ Yfes, that is what we all desire: 
that is what the article referred to 
was meant to advocate; it is one of 
the larger results which we may for­ 
see with some hope of realization,” 
said Lord Bryce. 
“This war has in­ 
creasingly -hown the need of an in­ 
ternational code under which treaties 
are not alone respected 
by 
states 
party to them, but are part of an in-1 
ternat ional code of honor which all j 
states are bound to uphold.

uoh a code any state disregarding a ‘ 
treaty obligation it has solemnly un­ 
dertaken offends not only the other 
contracting parti to the obligation,! 
bid also the entire international bond ; 
of states leagued to uphold the sancti-j 
tv of international compacts.

once that principle is firmly establish-J 
cd, as I trust and believe it will be, 
then it follows that some means will II 
he found by which tho international I 
code will be made effective through! 
the universal moral influence, and if 
need be the universal force of the civ­ 
ilized nations of the "world.”

London, July 30.—A day in the ad­ 
miralty prize court these dnys is like 
i being in an American court, the prize 
docket being crowded with cases in­ 


volving the seizure of American ships, 
with American 
attorneys 
and 
wit 
nesses crowding 
the 
corridors and 
the court room, the attorney general, 
Sir Edward Carson, citing long lists 
of American cases and text books in 
support of his contentions. Even the 
lord chief justice of the prize court, 
the Ut. Hon. Sir Samuel Evans, 
is 
asking 
questions 
about 
American 
clients, American 
customs an d ‘shar­ 
ing the distinct American atmosphere 
that pervades the court room nowa­ 
days. 
Here in detail is being rehearsed 
the hundreds of seizures of ships and 
cargoes, w*hich, 
besides 
their legal 
aspect, have in the aggregate devel­ 
oped the most serious political crisis 
existing between Great 
Britain ancU 
the United States. There have been 
upwards of 600 seizures 
and deten­ 
tions of American 
ships, 
and 
the 
number of cargoes 
involved 
is far 
larger, for each 
ship 
carries sepa* 
rate cargoes to different consignees. 
Many of the cases have been settled, 
but the large number 
still 
at issue 
have gone through the 
tedious pro­ 
cess of prize court proceedings, 
and 
this month began to take their turn 
in being thrashed out to a final de­ 
cision before the court itself. 
The prize court is one of the laby­ 
rinth of bindings making that historic 
landmark know*n as the prize courts, 
a 
massive 
pile 
of 
weather-beaten 
gray stones, housing 
all the 
high 
courts of 
England, 
w*ith 
the lord 
chief justice and the 
long train of 
lesser dignitaries 
and 
the various 
tribunals. The scene within the court 
is Hie American cases are heard is 
one of impressive dignity. The cham­ 
ber itself is a vast box-like structure, 
with stone Amirs and w*alls, great ca­ 
thedral windows, filtering 
the 
light 
Ii rn Iv, and stained glass ceiling sev 
en tv feet above. 
The only touch of 
brightness is the large gilded anchor 
and chains hanging back of the chief 
justice, an emblem of British naval 
power. Sir Samuel Evans, the presid­ 
ing judge, is on a raised dais ten feet 
lbove the level of the rows of solici­ 
tors and advocates, including the at­ 
torney general and the solicitor gen- 
ral. king’s 
counselors 
and 
junior 
counselors-—all of them, bench and 
bar, in wigs and 
gowns, 
giving an 
ippearance of deep solemnity. At the 
left of the judge sit 
two officers of 
the royal merchant marine, in full 
uniform, know*n as 
nautical experts. 
He consults them frequently on anv 
technical question 
of navigation or 
naval construction arising 
in 
the 
cases. 
Back of the lawyers are the Ameri­ 
can attorneys, in plain clothes ranks, 
leaning forward to coach their Brit 
sh brethren, but 
unable 
to say a 
word, as 
British 
practice requires 
ill the argument to be presented by 
officers of the court and British sub­ 
nets. 
This has caused some little 
mbarrassment at times 
when the 
reserved British 
barrister 
did 
not 
urge a point 
with 
that vehemence 
hat seemed to be warranted by the 
American legal viewpoint. 
Sir Edward 
Carson, 
the attorney 
general, is the central figure in these 
arize court cases. 
He is the famous 
fiery 
Irishman 
from 
Ulster. 
who 
leapt into world-fame 
when 
he or­ 
ganized and armed th# U lsfer volun­ 
teers and dared 
the 
government to 
enforce home rule on Ulster. He won 
on that to the extent that home rule 
is still waiting, 
and 
now 
he is a 
member of the government, 
one of 
tho pewiy formed coalition ministry. 
But there has been nothing fiery in 
his conduct of the prize cases. 
He 
speaks without any oratorical effort, 
in a monotonous, hum drum manner, 
til arugument and 
no 
declamation. 
He appears to have little humor, for 
he looks blankly at Sir Samuel on the 
bench when the 
lord 
chief justice 
laughs or has a joke. 
In the case of the ships 
Rim and 
Fridland, carrying American cargoes 
of rubber, Sir 
Edward 
cited many 
American precedents. 
One of them 
was from 3 Wallace, 555, the case of 
ihe Bermuda. He read a long para­ 
graph to uphold his 
contention, and 
paused with some 
apparent triumph 
that this American case was on all- 
fours at his side. 
“But the 
next 
paragraph, which 
you have not read,” said Sir Samuel 
from the 
bench, 
“turns 
the 
case 
against you.” 
The difference between the British 
and American practices

of the printed 
brief 
and 
affidavit, 


which Sir Edward Carson had been 


reading in open court. 
In American 


courts these printed briefs are open 
to any one. But when application was 
made to the clerks of the prize court 
they were scandalized at the request. 
Briefs, they exploited, were rigidly 
secret, never going beyond 
the so­ 
licitors, who guarded them as a mat­ 
ter of profession^ ethics. 
The registry of the prize 
court Is 
another vast structure 
adjoining it, 
with endless bureaus, through which 
the American 
attorneys 
wander in 
luest of various 
branches 
of their 
cases, always receiving the greatest 
courtesy, but always 
with the mass 
if tradition and conservatism against 
luick action. And yet the officials re­ 
cent any suggestion that there 
has 
been any delay in these prize cases, 
ilthougli the American 
litigants are 
smarting under what they claim is 
lelav. 
One 
of 
the chief officials, 
Mr Low’ell, register of the admiralty, 
said: 
“There is absolutely no delay so far 
is the prize court is concerned. 
Sir 
Samuel Evans 
is 
sitting early and 
late. He is going to give up the usual 
mummer recess 
of 
the court, which 
begins in August, in order to dispose 
if these cases 
with 
the 
promptness.” 
One of the British officials who has 
had most to do w itll these prize cases 
said It was manifestly impossible for 
the political branch 
of the govern­ 
ment, the crown, to hurry the legal 
>ranch, where the exising 
law had 
o be administered according to the 
listin g customs. It would not be ex­ 
acted, for example, he said, that the 
executive 
branch 
at 
Washington 
vould try to hurry the United States 
supreme court on political grounds or 
n any way outside the usual appli­ 
cation for advancement, which, after 


all, was at 
the 
discretion 
of the 
court. 
Answering this, an 
American offi­ 
cial \jho has had much to do with 
the prize cases, said there was an im­ 
portant distinction between the Brit­ 
ish and American courts, as the lat­ 
ter in reality had 
to administer the 
existing law 
according 
to existing 
rules, whereas in the prize court, the 
political branch, the crown, had such 
power that it could even change ex­ 
isting law* to meet new* cases. 
This 
is done by the process of an “order 
in council.” He cited the following 
instance in one of these prize cases: 
A a decisive stage of the Wilhel- 
mina case, 
the 
solicitors 
for the 
crown made the point that a neutral 
ship could be requisitioned by one of 
the belligerents. This was laughed at 
by the attornew*s 
for the American 
owners, who had 
article 
39 of the 
prize law before them, 
and 
were 
ready to go into court the next morn­ 
ing and laugh the 
crown solicitors 
out of court with their own law. 
“The solicitors for the 
crown ap­ 
pear to have overlooked,” they said 
in the prize court riext day, “that ar­ 
ticle 39 of the prize law is specific 
against their contention.” 
“That was 
quite 
true 
up 
to 9 
o’clock last night,” came the quick 
reply from the crown solicitors. “But 
greatest the claimants appear to be unaware 
that at 9 o’clock last night an order 
in council wras signed entirely chang­ 
ing that law.” 
On inquiry this proved 
to be the 
case. A special order in council had 
been made, not the wholesale order 
in council dealing 
with contraband, 
growing out of the w’ar zone, wrhich 
had never appeared in the official ga­ 
zette, and which 
is 
difficult even 
now* to learn much about. But it fit­ 
ted this particular case exactly.

Ford, of the supreme court, last night 
denied a new trial to Charles Becker, 
the 
former 
police lieutenant, under 
sentence of death for instigating the 
m urder 
of 
Herman Rosenthal, the 
gambler. 
This decision means 
that 
Becker 
must be electrocuted on Friday. 
Justice Ford announced his decision 
at IO o’clock last night, after he had 
labored for several days and nights 
on briefs submitted for and a g a in st 
the application for a new trial. 
“I have denied the motion for a new 
trial,” the justice said. 
“I virtually 
arrived at my decision Tuesday night, 
but spent many 
hours 
since 
then 
phrasing aud arranging my opinion.” 
Appeal Evidence Insufficient. 
Justice Ford’s decision covered five 
full pages of legal cap paper and con­ 
tained about 1,500 words. It goes into 
the details of the affidavits filed by 
the attorneys for Becker and declares 
that the evidence “is, for the most 
part, cumulative and 
hence 
insuffi­ 
cient.” 
Referring to the plea of W. Bourke

The trouble with the egg handling 


business in Missouri is the method 


employed in buying eggs. 
W ith few 
exceptions eggs are purchased from 
the farmer just as they come—good, 
bad and indifferent, all at the same 
price. 
Suck a method is unjust. 
It 
returns to the producer of good eggs 
less than his eggs are worth and to 
the producer of poor eggs more than 
his eggs are worth. 
Such a system 
offers no encouragement to the one 
nd subsidizes the other. 
Estimates 
place the losses on bad eggs at from 
three to four millions annually in this 
state alone. 
This means the Missouri 
farmer 
is 
losing 
each 
year 
this 
amount. 
He is losing it because of 
the average low' price paid for his 
eggs due to the average low' quality.

Many Soils Cannot Be Expected to 


Give Satisfactory Results Un­ 
til They Have Been Ma­ 
terially Sweetened. 


There 
is 
a 
general 
impression 
among many Missouri farmers that 
lime is a fertilizer. 
Lim e is not a fer­ 
tilizer. 
The prime reason for apply­ 
ing lime to the soil is to correct sour­ 
ness or acidity where 
such 
exists. 
The legume crops, such as clover and 
alfalfa, do not thrive on sour soil, 
unless the soil is very rich. 
Sour 
soils are not well suited to the devel­ 
opment of beneficial 
results, 
which 
are found in the tubercles of these 
crops. 
It is mainly for the purpose 
of favoring the growth of these bac­ 
teria that lime is applied 
to 
soils. 
Ground limestone is the form of lime 
which is usually cheapest as a soil 
sweetener. 
There are other effects of lime, but 
most of them are of less importance. 
Lim e tends to make plant food avail­ 
able from the soil, although this is 
largely through its beneficial effect on 
the bacteria. 
In large Quantities it 
tends to make clay soils more friable, 
hut this effect of lime is usually ob­ 
served only where the freshly water 
slacked or air slacked lime is applied 
in large quantities. Ground limestone 
has much less effect in this respect. 
A fertilizer usually gives a quick 
response to the crop to which it is 
applied, provided the soil is in need 
of the plant food added. 
Lim e on the 
other hand usually has a less imme­ 
diate effect, the benefit being distrib­ 
uted through a number of seasons. 
On very sour soils, how'ever, where 
enough 
lime 
is 
added to entirely 
sweeten the surface of six or seven 
inches, the effect upon crops, partic­ 
ularly clover and alfalfa, is. often im-, 
mediate and striking. 
The need of lime in Missouri is in­ 
creasing annually . Manu soils can- 
be brought about in the 
system 
of 
buying eggs. 
This has been done in I not be expected to give satisfactory

Corn Is More Difficult to Can Than 


Fruit and Some of the Other 


Vegetables, According to 


State Expert. 


New' when good sw'cet corn is so 
easily procured is the time for the 
housewife to can some for use next 
winter. 
When the corn selected is 
young and tender and it is canned 
soon after gathering, the product is 
far 
superior 
to 
the 
commercially 
canned corn. 
Those who have tried 
home-canned corn one year 
do 
not 
have to be urged to try it again. 
According 
to 
the 
department of 
home economics of the University of 
Missouri at Columbia, corn is more 
difficult to can than fruits and most 
other vegetables. 
This is because the 
corn forms such a compact mass that 
it is hard to heat through, and be­ 
cause it is more difficult to kill the 
micro-organisms 
which 
cause it to 
spoil. 


To can corn, boil it in salted water, 
just as if you were going to serve it, 
from IO to 15 minutes. 
Cut it from 
the cob and pack it in quart jars. Add 
enough boiling water 
to 
completely 
cover and a rounding teaspoon of salt 
to each quart. 
Put on the covers of 
the jars loosely and place the jars 
on a rack of some kind in a boiler. 
Put in enough clean water to com­ 
pletely cover and 
boil 
four 
hours, 
counting from the 
time 
when 
the 
water commences to boil . When the 
time is up, remove the jars from the 
water and tighten the lids while the 
jars are still hot. This is more easily 
done with a spring seal than with a 
screw neck jar.

“It was the most awful tragedy I 
ever experienced,” said the Rev. C. 
D. Todd, pastor of the Second Con­ 


gregational church, this city, when in­ 
terviewed by a 
Democrat 
reporter 
Wednesday morning upon his teturn 
from Chicago, where on last Saturday 
he witnessed the sinking of the steam­ 
ship Eastland in the Chicago river 
and the loss of more than one thou­ 
sand lives. 
I arrived in Chicago at 7 o’clock 
Saturday morning,” said 
Mr. 
Todd, 
and had taken the Northwestern Ele­ 
vated railroad, 
wrhich 
crosses 
the 
Chicago river on the Fifth avenue 
bridge, about a block and one-half 
from wrhere the steamer went down. 
“Upon my arrival in Chicago, half 
an hour before the accident, everyone 
seemed to he talking of the picnic 
which was to be given that day for 
the employes of the Chicago branch 
of the Western 
Electric 
company. 
Everyone seemed to he planning for 
the day, and that day alone. 
“After hoarding the elevated rail­ 
road, w*e had just started over the 
Fifth avenue bridge when I happened 
to glance out the window, which gave 
a clear view of the river. 
I saw the 
Eastland, standing 
near 
the 
dock. 
The front end of the steamer appear­ 
ed to be about twenty feet from the 
dock, hut the rear end was close along­ 
side. 
The top of the boat was tilted 
about 40 degrees towards the middle 
of the stream and the 
only 
thing 
which seemed to have held it from 
toppling w*as the hawgser. which w*as 
attached to the stern of the boat.

could plainly see that the passengers 
were in a panic. Their cries could be 
heard above the rumble of the cars, 
and it could be seen that their efforts 
to scramble up the deck to the upper 
edge was useless. For fully two min­ 
utes the boat was in this position, 
with the passengers grabbing at one 
another in an effort to reach the top 
part of the deck. 
“As the train pulled over the bridge 
I must have been the only one in the 
car who noticed the position of the 
steamer, but it did not occur to me 
that such a serious accident would 
occur. 
I thought perhaps the boat 
wa* aground, and that after the tug 
boat, which w\os to pull the Eastland 
into deep water, was steamed up, it 
•would set the boat aright. 
As we 
pulled out of sight I saw the ship 
move slightly. 
Then my view was 
obstructed. 
“I thought no more of the matter, 
and went to the Bible institute, where, 
in about twenty minutes after my ar­ 
rival, we were informed that the East­ 
land had toppled over. 
I then knew 
that the motion of the vessel which 
I had seen just before it, passed out 
of sight was the motion wrhich sent 
the ship to the bottom of the river. 
“I returned to the scene immediate­ 
ly, in company with Dr. W. W. Ketch 
urn, a professor at ttye institute, but 
upon our arrival we couhl get no near­ 
er than three blocks of the river be­ 
cause of the crowds. State, Clark and 
other streets in the vicinity of the 
sunken ship were crowded with peo­ 
ple for a distance of several blocks. 
No one seemed to realize what 
had happened, but gradually the city 
was thrown into a state of quiet de­ 
spondency, w'hieh could be noted on 
the faces of all. The sight at the dock, 
after the boat had sunk, was awful. 
Mothers stood wringing their hands,

How the Disaster Occurred. 
Chicago, July 24.—Hundreds of persons were 
drowned when the steamer Eastland, with 2,500 employes 
of the Western Electric company on board, capsized in 
the Chicago river this morning. Rescuers were busy for 
hours taking bodies from the boat through holes shot in 
the hull with guns. The number of dead is estimated at 
between 1,200 and 1,500. The accident occurred at 7:40 
o’clock this morning. 
At ll o’clock nearly 500 dead had been recovered. 
%• 
The crowding of passengers to one side of the boat is said 
to have been the cause of tile tragedy, but the authorities 
were not satisfied with this explanation, and ordered the 
arrest of the officers of the boat, together with Captain 
H. Pedersen and Dell Fisher, first mate, who were taken 
to the police station. 
Panic struck the passengers when the boat over­ 
turned. Hundreds were hurled down the sloping deck, 
and the scratched bodies and torn clothes of the bodies 
recovered show the effort made to save themselves. 
The big steamer turned in less than five minutes. As 
the first signs of an accident, members of the crew shout­ 
ed warnings to the passengers, and the captain ordered 
all passengers on deck and life boats lowered for all pas­ 
sengers aboard. 
More Than Seven Thousand Tickets Given Out. 
More than 7,OOO tickets had been distributed by the 
company for the excursion, w hich was crowded. The boat 
was docked on the south side of the river. As the East­ 
land's passenger capacity was reached, officers shouted 
to the crowd on the bank that no more could get aboard. 
Those remaining shouted to the steamer “Theodore 
Roosevelt,*’ which was up stream, and which was to carry 
the second load of excursionists. 
The bridge leading across the river was jammed with 
people until the police said that the structure would col­ 
lapse. 
Immediately following the catastrophe, undertakers, 
doctors and nurses were lushed to the scene, and hun­ 
dreds of pulmotors were put into use. 
All hospitals and morgues were notified to prepare 
to handle the injured anti dead.

The cause is a mystery to me. I have sailed the seas

Walter Wvcomb, first steward, said: 
“I was in the lunch room on the main deck when I 
noticed the boat beginning to list. Dishes fell off the 
rack and wild excitement followed. I shouted for the peo­ 
ple to save themselves and many were rescued.” 
The Whole Thing Was Over in a Couple of Minutes. 
William Barett, a deck hand, said: 
“I was on the main deck of the stern line ready to cast 
the steamer off when it listed. I shouted warnings to the 
passengers and tried to let go the howsers. I then 
climbed onto the upper deck and helped to get the pas­ 
sengers into the boat. It all happened in two minute^.” 
Mrs. Emma O’Donnell, of Berwyn, 111., said: 
‘‘The steamer was ready to leave and was crowded 
with excursionists when the officers pushed the ci'owd 
back. I think this is what caused it to list to one side. It 
never stopped when it started to roll. I saw dozens of 
people drowned around me. By a desperate effort I was j ®^eedi"g 
able to hold to the upper deck until I was rescued.” 
Chief of Police Estimates the Death List at 1,700. 
At 2:30 o’clock^his afternoon Coroner Hoffman esti­ 
mated the number of dead at 1,300. Chief of Police 
Schuettler estimated the number of dead at 1,700. 
At 2 o’clock this afternoon a tabulated list of the 
known dead totaled 679. At least five hundred more are 
still unaccounted for. Every morgue in the city holds 
from seven to forty bodies each. 
Federal Judge K. M. Landis has ordered a special 
grand jury to make an investigation of the tragedy. The 
jury will meet next Thursday.

* Steamship Inspector William Nichols is investigating 
the report that water ballast was pumped out of the hold 
while the passengers were boarding, so that more passen­ 
gers could get on board. 
One Theory as to the Cause of the Accident Is Presented. 
One theory, believed to have been the cause of the 
accident, is that the steamer was fast in the mud when the 
tug boat started to pull her into deep water, causing it to 
list on one side. 
A man whose clothes were dripping and who bore 
the appearance of having been in the water made a rush 
at Captain Pedersen, after he was arrested, striking him 
in the face. It was necessary for the police to disperse 
the crowd which gathered around the captain following 
his arrest. Police had to protect him. 
James Flannigan. a member of the Eastland c iw , 
testified at the investigation that he had received a signal 
to east a line to the tug which was to pull the steamer into 
deep water. Flannagan said that a steward had rushed 
into his room to warn him that the shore lines had been 
cast off. 


Donald, an engineer of the tug, who stated that the tug 
had not yet started its engines. 
“Let no one go until we fix the blame for this trage­ 
dy,” was the order of State’s Attorney Hoyne tonight. 
He said this to Captain Pedersen, Engineer Erichson 
and other officers of the boat, together with thirty of 
the crew who were in his offices. There they were exam­ 
ined by his assistants.

The prosecutor himself spent all day with the coro­ 
ner, going over every bit of evidence. 
Still Searching for Bodies. 
With ten strong searchlights playing over the scene 
from the roofs of neighboring buildings and the inside of 
the ill-fated steamer illuminated with electric bulbs, the 
hunt for the bodies of victims on board the Eastland con­ 
tinued tonight. The chief of police estimated that three 
hundred bodies still remained in the vessel. 
At 9 o’clock tonight 830 bodies had been removed to 
the Second regiment armory. They were laid in rows of 
eightv-five across the whole length of the armory. The 
revised figures then showed that 176 had been identified 
and 114 partly identified. These are forty-seven men, 
forty-eight women, seven boys and twelve girls. 
Several persons wfcre taken from the boat’s cabins 
after they had lain in tne water four hours. 
The cause of the capsizing had not been determined 
tonight, but federal, city and state officers are conducting 
investigations to determine if the ship was top-heavy 
from faulty designing, was improperly ballasted or poorly 
handled in warping from the wharf. 
Faulty in Design, Say Some. 
Marine architects assert that the Eastland was faulty 
in design. That the top deck had been removed because 
of a tendency of the ship to list was also pointed to, and 
the possibility that the ship had been unevenly or insuffi­ 
ciently ballasted was considered. The Eastland used 
water ballast so it could pump out some on entering shal­ 
low harbors. Investigators are at work on the theory 
that the ballast tanks were not filled, and that the rushing 
of the passengers to one side of the deck caused the boat 
to roll over. 
Coroner Hoffman announced late tonight that he had 
ordered the arrest of every official of the Indiana Trans­ 
portation company, which leased the Eastland. No indi­ 
viduals were mentioned in the announcement. 
The coroner began an inquest late today, and impan­ 
elled the following jury: Dr. William A. Evans, former 
commissioner of health, foreman; William Bode, vice pres­ 
ident Reid-Murdock company; Henry Allen, mechanical 
engineer in charge of the department of public works; 
J. S. Keogh, general manager McLaughlin & Co.; Eugene 
Bieferld, proprietor of Hotel Sherman, and Harry Moir, 
proprietor of Hotel Morrison.

phens resided in Sedalia, but returned 
only last Friday night from a visit 
with a daughter in Montana. 
The dead man was found by tho

who, in passing the Stephens home 
merely stopped iivto see Mr. Stephens 
and ascertain w hy he had not been at 
the morning service.

found Stephens 
seated upright in a

that 
had 
brought an end to his career. 
Coroner D. P. Dyer was

an inquest for Monday morning at 
the court house. 
Stephens spent several years in the 
Nevada asylum, having been adjudged 
of unsound mind on May 18, 1899. He 
was discharged from the asylum on 
April IO, 1905, and for the past ten. 
years had been looking after his busi­ 
ness as best he could. 
On April 29, 1915, proceedings were 
heard in the probate court for his res­ 
toration to property rights. 
At this 
hearing an immense crowd of neigh­ 
bors and friends w’ere present and the 
court ordered that his property rights 
be entirely restored to him. 
The injuest was held at 9 o'clock 
Monday morning at the court house 
and was in charge of Coroner Dyer, 
with the following jury hearing the 
evidence:

The verdict was that Stephens met 
death from a gunshot wound, self in­ 
flicted, with suicidal intent.

Last Note to the Imperial Govern- 


ment Contains a Punch That 


Was Lacking in the Epis­ 
tles of Mr. Bryan . 


Washington, Ju ly 2 4 .— Following is 


the official text of the latest Ameri­ 


can note to Germany regarding sub­ 
marine warfare, which was delivered 
to the foreign office at Berlin toda> 
by Ambassador Gerard: 
The Secretary of State J o A m bassa­ 
dor Gerard: 
Department of State, Washington, 
Ju ly 21, 1915.—You are instructed to 
deliver textually the following note to 
the m inister of foreign affairs: 
The note of the imperial German 
government 
dated 
the 8th of Jh!>, 
1915, has received the careful con­ 
sideration of the government of the 
Doited States, and it regrets to be 
obliged to say that it has found it 
very unsatisfactory, because it fails to 
meet the real differences between the 
two governments and 
indicates 
no 
way in which the accepted principles 
of law and humanity may be applied 
in the grave matter of controversy, 
but 
proposes, 
on 
the contrary, ar­ 
rangements for a partial suspension 
of these 
principles 
which 
virtually 
sets them aside. 


The High Seas Are Free. 


The 
government 
of 
the 
United 
States notes with 
satisfaction 
that 
the imperial German government rec­ 
ognizes without reservation the valid­ 
ity of the principles insisted on in the 
several communications 
which 
this 
government has addressed to the im­ 
perial German government 
wTith 
re­ 
gard to its announcement of a war 
zone 
and 
the 
use of submarines 
against merchantmen 
on 
the 
high 
seas— the principle that the high seas 
are free; that the character and cargo 
of a merchantman must first be as­ 
certained before she can lawfully be 
seized or destroyed, and 
that 
the 
lives of non-combattants may in no 
case be put in jeopardy unless Hie 
vessel resists or seeks to escape, after 
being summoned to submit to exam­ 
ination; for a belligerent act of re­ 
taliation is, per se, an act beyond the 
law, and the defense of an act as re­ 
taliatory is an admission that it is 
illegal. 
T h e 
governm ent 
of 
the 
United 
S ta te s is, however, keenly disappoint­ 
ed to find that the imperial German 
government regards itself as in large 
degree exempt from the obligation to 
observe these principles, even where 
neutral 
vessels 
are 
concerned, by 
what it believes the policy and prac­ 
tice of the government of Great Brit­ 
ain to be in the present war with re­ 
gard to neutral commerce. 


Cannot Discuss Great Britain. 


The imperial German government 
will readily understand that the gov­ 
ernment of the United States cannot 
discuss the policy of the government 
of Great Britain with regard to neu­ 
tral trade except with that govern­ 
ment itself, and that it must regard 
the conduct of other belligerent gov­ 
ernments as irrelevant to any discus­ 
sion with the imperial German gov­ 
ernment of what this government re­ 
gards as grave and unjustifiable vio­ 
lations of the rights of American citi­ 
zens by German naval commanders. 
Illegal and inhumane acts, however 
justifiable they may be thought to 
be, against an enemy who is believed 
to have acted in contravention of law' 
and humanity, are manifestly indefen- 
^ Bible when they deprive neutrals of 
their acknowiedged rights, particular­ 
ly when they violate right to life it­ 
self. 
lf a belligerent can not retali­ 
ate against an enemy without injuring 
the lives of neutrals, as well as their 
property, humanity, as well as justice 
and a due regard for the dignity of 
neutral powers, should 
dictate 
that 
the practice be discontinued.

sisted in, it would, in

stances, construe

offense against the sovereignty of the 
neutral nations affected. 


Extraordinary Conditione Exist.

States and the imperial German gov­ 
ernment are contending for the same 
object, have long stood 
together in 
urging the principles upon w’hich the 
government of the United States now' 
so solemnly insists. 
They are both 
contending for the freedom 
of the 
seas. The government of the United 
States will continue to 
contend for 
that freedom from whatever quarter 
violated, without compromise and at 
any cost. It invites the practical co­ 
operation of 
the 
imperial 
German 
government at this time when co-op­ 
eration may accomplish most and the 
great common object be most strik­ 
ingly and effectively achieved. 


W ill Protect Citizens. 


The imperial 
German government 
expressed the hope that 
this object 
may be in some measure accomplish­ 
ed even before the present war ends. 
It can be. 
The 
government of the 
United States not only feels obligated j 
to insist upon it, by whomsoever vio­ 
lated or ignored, in the protection of 
its own citizens, but 
is 
also deeply 
interested in seeing it made practica­ 
ble between 
the 
belligerents them­ 
selves, and holds itself ready at any 
time to act as the common friend who 
may be privileged to suggest a way. 


Observance of Neutral Rights. 


In the meantime, the 
very value 
which this government sets upon the 
long and 
unbroken 
friendship 
be­ 
tween the people and government of 
the United States and the people and 
government of the German nation im­ 
pels it to press very 
solemnly upon 
the imperial German government the 
necessity for the scrupulous observ­ 
ance of neutral rights in this critical 
matter. Friendship itself prompts it 
to s a y to the imperial 
German gov­ 
ernment that repetition by the com­ 
manders of German naval vessels of 
acts in contravention of these rights 
must be regarded by the government 
of the United States, when they af­ 
fect American citizens, 
as deliber­ 
ately unfriendly.— Lansing.
